On Monday, November 10, 2014. South Los Angeles Station Deputies 

and E. Rodriguez ae patrolling south on Burl Avenue approaching 
Lennox Boulevard. They saw a male Hispanic adult (later identified as Suspect Mora) 
driving a tan 1996 Chevrolet Blazer in front of them. The Blazer did not have a license 
plate. As they neared the Blazer, they saw Suspect Mora look back in their direction. 
Suspect Mora then accelerated and drove the Blazer at a high rate of speed south on 
Burl Avenue towards Lennox Boulevard, where a silver Hyundai Accent was stopped at 
the intersection. Suspect Mora drove at a high rate of speed through the intersection of 
Burl Avenue and Lennox Boulevard, failing to stop for a posted stop sign. Suspect 
Mora appeared to drive the Blazer directly at, and intentionally collide with, the silver 
Accent. The impact of the collision caused the Blazer's rear tires to raise off the ground. 
Suspect Mora rammed his vehicle into the Accent several more times as he attempted 
to clear the path for his vehicle in an apparent attempt to flee from the deputies. 
Suspect Mora then drove west on Lennox Boulevard in the eastbound lanes against the 
flow of traffic. Prior to this time, the deputies had not activated their emergency lights. 


Based upon Suspect Mora’s actions, the deputies believed Suspect Mora intentionally 
drove his vehicle into and collided with the silver Accent. They activated their patrol 
vehicle's emergency lights an initiated a pursuit in an attempt to stop Suspect Mora for 
the assault with a deadly weapon (vehicle) against the occupants of the Accent. 
Deputies requested paramedics to respond to the scene of the collision and treat the 
victims in the Accent. Deputies pursued Suspect Mora west on Lennox Boulevard, 
south on Redfern Avenue, and east on 109" Street. Suspect Mora failed to negotiate 
the south turn at South Felton Avenue and crashed the Blazer into a fence at Buford 
Elementary School, 5001 109" Street. Suspect Mora exited the driver's door and ran 
south on South Felton Avenue to east on 109" Street, where deputies lost sight of him. 
Deputy Siset up a containment of the area using assisting units. Deputy 
described the suspect as 20-25 years old. Deputy BM coueste an air unit and K-9 
unit to assist with the search for Suspect Mora. An air unit was not able to assist due to 
the location being in the flight path of Los Angeles International Airport (LAX). 


Deputies checked the suspect's Blazer for additional occupants and found the vehicle 
was unoccupied. They saw the vehicles engine was still running, yet there were no 
keys in the ignition. A check of the vehicle's V.I.N. revealed the Blazer was reported 
stolen on October 27, 2014 out of Compton Station's area under file #914-14103-2871- 


091. 


Canine Services Detail personnel responded to assist in the search for the outstanding 
suspect. Deputy Gaunt Aand | contacted Deputies and Rodriguez, who 
briefed us about the incident. Deputies [Mand Rodriguez said they would be able 
to positively identify the suspect if they saw him again. 


| approved the deployment of a police service dog to search for the outstanding 
suspect. The deployment of the canine was approved based upon the following: 


CANINE DEPLOYMEN SUSPECT BITTEN URN# 014-10242-0380-053 
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-The suspect fled from uniformed law enforcement officers, driving marked patrol 
vehicles with their emergency lights and sirens activated, rather than peacefully 
submitting to a lawful detention. 


-The suspect was driving a stolen vehicle and was described as 20-25 years old. 


-The suspect had already showed a wanton disregard for the safety of others by 
deliberately crashing his vehicle into innocent victims. 


-The suspect presented a threat to law enforcement and the community by running into 
a residential neighborhood after failing to yield to deputies. 


-The deputies did not know if the suspect was armed. However, it is not uncommon for 
suspects using stolen vehicles to be involved in other serious offenses where weapons 


are involved. 


-The suspect hid in a residential area, which gave him the opportunity to conceal 
himself and carry out an ambush on the law enforcement personnel who were now 


responsible for locating him. 


-The use of a police service dog would provide deputies the ability to locate the suspect 
from a safer distance, minimizing their exposure while also allowing them to utilize cover 
and concealment prior to engaging him. 


Pre-recorded canine announcements were made via Deputy Gaunt's and Deputy G. 
Jurado's HEEB vehicles’ public address systems. Deputy Gaunt played the 
announcements beginning south on Buford Avenue, to west on 110" Street, to north on 
South Felton Avenue, and ending at the intersection with 109 Street. Deputy Jurado 
played announcements on 109" Street between South Felton Avenue and Buford 
Avenue. The announcements were broadcast in English and Spanish. These pre- 
recorded announcements advised that a police service dog was going to be deployed. 
The announcements instructed the suspect to surrender immediately to the nearest 
deputy sheriff. The announcements also informed the suspect a police service dog was 
going to be used to find him and he may be bitten when located. The announcements 
provided the suspect with ample Opportunity to surrender and avoid any contact with the 
police service dog. The announcements were played for approximately 10-15 minutes. 
There was no response from the suspect to the announcements. 


Deputy D. Missel ABB assembiea a search team which included his police servi 
dog, Canine “Kerel”, Deputy S. Reedy AR] Deputy C. Messerschimdt 

and Sergeant R. Conti Deputy Missel developed a tactical plan to begin his 
search on the south side of 109" Street at South Felton Avenue and work east towards 


Buford Avenue. 


Deputy Gaunt assembled a search team which included his police servi Canine 
“Boy”, Deputy Jurado, Deputy J. Phillippi Sergeant J. Cook and 
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myself. Deputy Gaunt developed a tactical plan to begin his search on the northwest 
corner of 110" Street at South Felton Avenue and work east in a parallel course. 


After searching the first two yards, | attempted to make contact with the residents at 
MEE West 110" Street. There was no response to my knocking and ringing of the 
doorbell. Because the driveway gate on the west side of the property was locked, 
Deputy Gaunt began his search of the Property along the east side of the house. While 
clearing the backyard, Sergeant Cook contacted an elderly female at the back sliding 
door. He asked her if she had heard or seen anyone and advised her to stay inside her 
house. She did not indicate that she had heard or seen anyone in her yard. Deputy 
Gaunt came to an open, detached garage on the northwest corner of the property. The 
garage was at the end of the driveway on the west side of the Property. There were 
three vehicles in the driveway. Deputy Gaunt made verbal announcements advising the 
suspect to surrender and of his intention to deploy a police dog. There was no 
response from the suspect. Deputy Gaunt ordered his dog to search the driveway area. 
Deputy Gaunt's dog came back to him after a bit of time with a black sweatshirt in his 
mouth (the suspect had been described as wearing a long sleeve black shirt or 
Sweatshirt and the dog’s interest in the sweatshirt would be indicative of it recently being 
discarded by a fleeing suspect). Deputy Gaunt directed his dog to search the open 
garage. Moments after his dog entered the west Portion of the garage, Deputy Gaunt 
heard someone grunt. As he moved towards the noise to investigate, Deputy Gaunt 
heard Suspect Mora begin to yell. Deputy Gaunt tactically moved to a position where 
he could see his dog and the suspect. The dog and suspect were about 15-20 feet 
inside the garage. The area they were in was filled with household items and boxes 
leaving about a 2 %-3 foot width space. Deputy Gaunt saw his dog had now set a bite 
to Suspect Mora’s head. Suspect Mora was holding the dog with both hands. Because 
a bite hold to the head can cause more aggravated injuries, Deputy Gaunt immediately 
moved towards them to remove Boy. However, Prior to doing so, Suspect Mora fought 
off the dog, pushing him away. But because the suspect had fought off the dog, and the 
dog had not been directed off the bite by his handler, the dog, as properly trained, 
immediately re-engaged the suspect, setting a bite hold on his forearm. Because of the 
tight confines, Deputy Gaunt ordered Suspect Mora to crawl out of the garage. Suspect 
Mora complied and once it was determined he was unarmed, the canine was 
immediately removed from the bite by Deputy Gaunt and the suspect was handcuffed 
by Deputy Phillippi without further incident. 


Suspect Mora was approximately 30 feet away from the search team when located and 
bitten by canine “Boy.” The duration of the bite was approximately 25-30 seconds. 
Suspect Mora had dog bites to the right side of his head, face, right bicep and right 
forearm. He had some abrasions on his knees that are believed to have occurred 
during the struggle with the dog and/or while fleeing from deputies and jumping fences. 


Suspect Mora was positively identified by Deputy as the individual who was 
driving the stolen Blazer and fled from him.

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Suspect Mora was treated at the scene by Los Angeles County Fire Engine #18, under 
the direction of Captain Salmo. He was transported to Centenila Hospital Medical 
Center, where he was treated under the direction of Doctor Catherine Ross. During his 
treatment, X-rays showed Suspect Mora had hairline fractures of the right humerus 
(upper arm) and right forearm at the locations where he was bitten. He received several 
stitches on his right cheek and the tight side of his head, as well as his right arm 

Doctor Ross said that all of the wounds were consistent with the canine contact as 
described. She cleared Suspect Mora for routine booking at South LA Station, pending 
transfer to LCMC, after booking, for housing.

house watching the television and could not understand exactly what was being said. 
Her statement was audio recorded. 


Several residents told us that their houses have been retrofitted with additional 
soundproofing by LAX authorities due to their houses being in the direct flight path of 
the airport. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 


Immediately after his detention, | asked Mora why he didn’t surrender when we made 
the announcements. He replied, “I didn’t hear nothing.” | asked him if he heard the 
canine announcements and he replied, “I was asleep. | swear to God, | didn’t hear 
nothing. | was asleep, sir.” The interview was audio recorded. 


On November 10, 2014, at approximately 2222 hours, | conducted a video recorded 
interview with the suspect at Centenila Hospital Medical Center. In the field and at the 
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hospital prior to recording, Suspect Mora initially spoke to me in clear and 
understandable English. However, while conducting the video interview, Suspect Mora 
would go back and forth between English and Spanish. SLA | 
a isc was dispatched to the hospital to assist with security, was present during 
the interview and assisted with translating some of the suspect's statements. 


| asked Suspect Mora why he had not come out when the canine warnings were 
broadcast and he said, “Estaba dormido,” which means, “I was asleep” in Spanish. | 
asked him to repeat the statement in English and he responded that he was asleep. He 
said he was asleep, laying down, then woke up and there was blood everywhere. 
When | asked him if heard the verbal canine warnings, he hesitated, then repeated that 
he was asleep. He said he fell asleep in the garage, but had no reason for ending up 
there. He admitted he did not live at the location. Because of his lethargic behavior, | 
asked him if he had used any drugs or alcohol earlier. He said he had not used any 
drugs recently, but a friend had given him something to drink. He thought it was a beer, 
but he was not sure. He denied any gang affiliation. | asked him why he was running 
from the police and he said he was scared. | asked him about the stolen car and he 
replied in Spanish that he did not know what I was talking about. | asked him to tell me 
where he was bitten by the dog and he just repeated that he woke up to being 
handcuffed and “blood and lights everywhere.” Suspect Mora was fairly uncooperative 
throughout the video interview process, despite being fairly lucid just prior to turning the 
recorder on. | ended the interview. 


| contacted Detective i iT Operation Safe Streets Bureau, and he 
told me Suspect Mora is a documented Lennox gang associate with the moniker of 


“Clever.” 


During the booking process, Deputy| advised Suspect Mora of his Miranda rights. 
Suspect Mora chose to speak with Deputy During questioning he eventually 
admitted to Deputy that he had been driving the stolen Blazer. He said he had 
been drinking and had used methamphetamine earlier that night. He said he got the 
stolen Blazer from a friend that is known to have drugs and guns and he was afraid 
there might be some in the vehicle, so he fled because he was scared. 


The Livescan fingerprint check completed during the booking process revealed that 
Suspect Mora's true name was Luis Jose Mora, with an actual DOB of 09-03-93 (as 
opposed to the name he provided at arrest, Jesus Luis Mora, with a DOB of 09-1 3-93). 


CONCLUSION 


This force incident occurred as a result of the suspect's actions and decisions. While 
driving a stolen vehicle after drinking and using methamphetamine, the suspect spotted 
a radio car and apparently believed the deputies were going to attempt to stop him. He 
drove the stolen vehicle at a high rate of speed directly into the rear of another vehicle, 
occupied by uninvolved, unsuspecting innocent victims. The collision caused major 
damage to the victims’ vehicle and, more importantly, serious injury to both victims. 
Once deputies activated their emergency lights and siren in an attempt to stop the 
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suspect, he refused to stop and drove at a high rate of speed, as he led deputies on a 
dangerous pursuit through a residential area. The suspect fled from uniformed deputies 
driving a marked patrol car with its emergency lights and siren activated, rather than 
submit to a lawful detention. This pursuit further endangered other uninvolved innocent 
persons in the area. Once he crashed the stolen vehicle into the fence, Suspect Mora 
chose to continue his attempts to avoid arrest. He ran through multiple residential yards 
and eventually attempted to hide in a garage. 


Numerous pre-recorded canine announcements were made via vehicle P.A. systems in 
the area where the suspect was eventually located. Los Angeles Sheriff's deputies 
were in the area for a prolonged period of time. Verbal announcements, ordering the 
suspect to surrender, were also eventually made within very close proximity of the 
suspect, giving the suspect yet more opportunities to surrender to deputies. 


The injuries to the suspect were a result of his failure to peacefully surrender. The 
deployment of the canine to locate a dangerous felony suspect under these conditions 
was reasonable, measured and within policy. Because the suspect, when ultimately 
located, struggled and fought with the dog, the dog released his bite and re-engaged 
several times. It is unusual for a canine to set a bite on the head of the suspect, 
because it is not a scenario which is taught or reinforced in training, but it sometimes 
occurs due to the positioning of the suspect when located, or as a reaction to the 
suspect's actions. The hairline fractures at the location of the bite are also not common, 
but can occur during a struggle with the dog, particularly if the suspect strikes and tries 
to pull away, as the dog tries to maintain control as trained. Suspects with a history of 
chronic substance abuse are also more prone to these types of injuries. 


It is clear that the suspect had ample opportunity to surrender, but chose not to. He 
denied hearing the canine announcements and, as is so often the excuse with hiding 
suspects, stated he had immediately fallen asleep after running away and hiding, 
instantly oblivious to the active and ongoing dragnet around him. 


Had the suspect simply made his presence known and surrendered peacefully at any 
point prior to the deployment of the canine into the yard of the open garage where he 
remained hiding, he would not have come in contact with the police service dog. 


CHARGES 


The suspect was arrested for Assault with a Deadly Weapon, 245(a)(1) PC, Taking a 
Vehicle without Owner's Consent, 10851(a) CVC, and Felony Reckless Evading, 
2800.2(a) CVC. 


The District Attorney filed felony charges of two counts of Assault with a Deadly 
Weapon, 245(a)(1) PC, Felony Reckless Evading, 2800.2(a) CVC, Taking a Vehicle 
without Owner's Consent, 10851(a) CVC, and Hit and Run Driving Resulting in Death or 
Serious Injury to Another Person, 20001(b)(2) CVC, under case number YA091557.
